SUBJECT Disclosures of Classified Intelligence 

1. Our security and the continuing success of the intel- 

ligence effort of this Government are being adversely affected by ap- 
pearance In public information media of classified intelligence, including 
information tending to reveal intelligence sources and methods* Sources 
of a con tinui ng nature and methods of Intelli gence collection have been 
jeopardised and in acme instances great barm has been doste to the Intel- 
ligence effort. I am concerned over the serious damage thus caused to 
national security. It ia clear that certain rscipients of classified informa- 
tion. including intelligence, have not been m a de sufficiently aware of the 
detrimental effect which their disclosures may have or that such recip- 
ients have been careless in the h a ndling ef such infor m a tion . 

2. I direct that immediate action be taken in your respective 
departments and agencies to prevent the disclosure of classified intel- 
ligence except to properly authorised recipients. Further , I direct that 
action be taken to ensure that the disclosure of classified intelligence 
be made solely in consonance with ap pli ca bl e statutes, rsgulations and
